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Who we are ... 


Supply and Services Canada (SSC) was 
established by an Act of Parliament in 1969 
through the amalgamation of a number of 
federal departments and branches of 
departments. Today we are not only the 
purchasing and supply arm of the federal 
government, but also responsible for its 
printing, publishing, accounting, cheque 
issuing, payment, audit services and selling 
of government surplus. 


Any individual or firm in Canada has the 
right to apply to do business with the federal 
government. This pamphlet is designed to 
provide information and to answer frequently- 
asked questions concerning buying govern- 
ment surplus. It is particularly directed to 
those interested in doing business with us. 


What is meant 
by government surplus ? 


The federal government considers equipment 
and material to be surplus if they are no 
longer required by departments and 
agencies. Although the list of items changes 
daily, it can include anything from aircraft to 
footwear and from dental supplies to musical 
instruments. A general listing is given on 
page 8. 


Who is responsible 
for selling 
government surplus? 


Crown Assets Distribution Centre of SSC is 
responsible for selling surplus federal govern- 
ment equipment and materiel to the general 
public, private industry and to other 
governments and agencies in Canada and 
abroad. Supply and Services Canada also 
acts as an agent for foreign governments 
seeking to dispose of their assets located in 
Canada. 


The disposal of lands and buildings is the 
responsibility of Public Works Canada, Real 
Estate Sector. 


Who can buy? 


Any individual or organization may purchase 
government surplus. Crown Assets 
Distribution Centre maintains a mailing list of 
individuals and companies who have 
indicated they would like to be informed of 
upcoming equipment and materiel sales. 
Should you wish to have your name, or the 
name of your firm added to this list, please 
complete and mail the attached application 
form. You should indicate in which 
geographical area(s) you would be interested 
in purchasing and what equipment or 
materiel you would be interested in 
acquiring. 


How can you buy ? 


Sales of equipment and materiel are normally 
carried out in one of four ways: 


Sealed Offers 


Prospective buyers on the mailing list are 
notified of equipment and materiel available 
for sale, the location, the name of the person 
to contact for inspection, and the closing 
date for the presentation of offers. The 
merchandise is available for inspection for a 
specified period of time only and it is your 
responsibility to verify the type and condition 
of the goods offered. You can then enter 
your bid on the form provided and return the 
completed form by mail or in person in 
accordance with the supplied instructions. 


It is also your responsibility to ensure that 
your offer is received prior to the closing 
date and time indicated on the form. At 
closing, the sealed offers are opened and 
the successful bidders notified. 


Public Sales 


Upcoming sales are advertised via local and 
national media. In addition, mailed notices 
describe the goods available, the location, 
inspection dates and times as well as the 
conditions of sale. The merchandise may be 
inspected at specified times. Prospective 
buyers can inspect the goods and deposit 
their offers in the sealed box on location. At 
the sale closing, offers are tabulated and the 
successful parties notifed. 


Cash and Carry Sales 


This type of sale is also advertised in the 
media and flyers may be mailed out to 
regular customers on our mailing lists. In this 
case, however, all merchandise is prepriced 
and available for immediate sale and 
removal. 


Auction sales 


This type of sale is occasionally held on site 
at our regional offices or at another 
convenient location. 


What are 
the conditions of sale? 


Equipment and materiel are offered on an 
‘‘as IS where Is’ basis. The department 
makes no warranty, express or implied, as to 
the fitness or condition of the merchandise. 
Customers must therefore rely on their own 
judgement at the time of inspection. 


All sales are final and goods may not be 
returned for any reason. You should study 
the general conditions of sale (listed on the 
back of the ‘‘offer to purchase” form) and 
any special conditions announced for each 
event to ensure that you fully understand 
them. 


Can goods be inspected 
in advance? 


Yes. Inspection is possible at specified times 
for sealed offers and public sales. 
Prospective buyers are encouraged to 
inspect the goods before making an offer. 


How to pay 
for your goods ... 


In the case of sealed offers or public sales, 
the successful bidder will be notified and will 
be given a period of time in which to 
complete payment. Payment is by cash, 
certified cheque, money order or credit card 
(Visa/Mastercard). 


At cash and carry sales, payment must be 
made by cash, certified cheque, money 
order or credit card at the point of purchase. 
All payments are subject to the applicable 
taxes. 


When to pick up 
your merchandise ... 


Equipment and materiel may be removed 
from the sale location when full payment has 
been made and must be removed from the 
location within the time limit prescribed.
